Court Yanks Citizenship 
Of Gambler Frank Costello 


NEW YORK <m — Sixty-eight 
year-old gambler Frank Costello 
was stripped of his American citi- 
izenslmp today by federal court 
order. 
The ailing gambler is currently 
in loavenworth serving a five- 
year pnson sentence for tax eva­ 
sion. 


FEDERAL JUDGE Archie 0 
Dawson held that Costello had 
willfully misrepresented and con­ 
cealed material facts" in obain- 
ing citizenship Sept. 10. 1925. 
The government claimed that 
Costello became a citizen fraudu­ 
lently by roncea hng his bootleg­ 
ging operations and a 1915 convic­ 
tion for carrying a c o n c e a l e d 
weapon. 


THE ACTION by the court today 
paves the way for the government 
to proceed with its deportation 
plana. Costello, after his tax eva­ 
sion conviction, had volunteered 
to leave for Italy if the govern­ 
ment would drop Hs prosecution. 
His offer was refused and his de 
naturalization tnal began early in 
January. 
Tlie first denaturalization trial 
for Costello late in 
1956 was 
tossed out by the court on the 
grounds of "tainted evidence." 
the alleged ase of illegal wiretaps 
by the prosecution. 


THF GOVERNMENT appealed 
and the Supreme Court early in 
1958 reversed on a technicality 
the dismissal of Che action and re­ 


manded ft back for another trial. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Morton 
S. Robson, during" tlie second trial, 
introduced evidence that Costello, 
during the prohibition era. had an 
extensive rum running career at 
the very time he had sworn to 
uphold the constitution. 


JUDGE DAWSON pointed out 
that the government was not seek­ 
ing to denaturalize Costello be 
caase he was a bootlegger but to 
restore the citizenship status as it 
existed prior to Sept 10. 1925. on 
the ground that any change in 
that statu* wat accomplished by 
fraud 
Judge Dawson, fn conclusion 
said, "if the true facts had been 
revealed or known, defendant's 
petition for naturalization would 
have been denied."

E \ FA' IF YOU ñled a separate 
return last year, you may file 
jointly for 1958 income. You have 
a new choice each year. 
Here s why a joint return may 
save you money: 
as you know,

JOINT FILING is not permitted 
In some relatively infrequent cir­ 
cumstances. They 
are: 
if you

are married to a non-citizen who 
does not live in this country; or If 
you and your wife report your in­ 
come on the basis of different 
tax years 'for example, you re­ 
port your income for a 12-month 
period ending June 30 and your 
wife uses the regular calendar 
year.) 
You may even file a joint re­ 
turn if your wife had no income 
at all last year. In fact, that is 
one sot of circumstances in which 
the joint return is virtually certain 
to reduce your tax bill.
